WASHINGTON—Progress on 
Indian health problems in Utah 
and the southwest were dis- 
cussed by Sen. Arthur V, Wat- 
kins last week with Public 
Health Service field officers. 

The Indian health experts 
were: Dr. Henry W. Kassel of 
Albuquerque; Dr. Lynn J. Lull 
of Phoenix, and Dr. David R. L. 
Duncan of Window. 

After the meeting Sen. Wat- 
kins said “We have some par- 
ticularly difficult problems in 
the Utah sector which were 
thoroughly discussed, 

"I am sure that by maintain- 
ing close co-operation between 
the division of Indian health of- 


atkins 


ficials, state and local officials 
in Utah, and members of the 
Utah medical profession... we 
can do much to foster a quicker 
rate of medical progress in the 
Navajo country and elsewhere 
on the Utah reservations.”
